“ the Excife, or new Inipoll, upon his Majellyv his Heirs and 

SuccelTors, according tO' the Book of Rates therein inlerted,” as 
fully and effectually, to all Intents, Conftructions, and Purpofes, as 
if the fame were particularly mentioned, exprell'ed, and enacted in 
this Act, with like Remedy of Appeal to and for the Party or Par- 
ties who lhall think him, her, or themlelves, aggrieved or injured, as 
111 and by the faid Act or this prefent Act is provided.
